shotdd be in proportion to the need. The 
unorgianized farmers naturally act blindly 
and impulsively and, in consequence, 
surfeit and dearth, accompanied by dii;- 
c(Uicerting price variations, liarass the 
consumer. One year jjotatoes rot in the 
fields because of excess production, and 
there is a scarcity of the things that have 
been displaced to make way for the ex- 
pansion of the potato acreage; next year 
the punished farmers mass their fields on 
some other crop, and potatoes enter the 
class of luxuries; and so on. 

Let us, then, consider some of the 
farmer's grievances, and see how far they 
are real. In doing so, we should remem- 
ber that, while there have been, and stil! 
are, instances of purposeful abuse, the 
subject shoirid net be approached T>-ith 
any general in'.pi;t?tion to e\i?«:ng dis- 
tributive aeenrics of de'ibcralcly inleu- 
tional c.pnrc>?ion, but rather with tl-.e | 
conception that the marketing of farm 1 
products has not been modernized. !

Selling Under Pressors.

ers not only sell under presssure, and ; 
therefore at a disadvant;'ge, but are com- j 
pclled to take further reductions in net | 
Mtums, in order to meet the charges for j 
the services of storinr;, triinsporting, financ- j 
ing, and ultimale marketing — which I 
charges, tliey clai;n. are oltc:; exccfsixe, I 
bear heavily on both consumer and pro- j 
ducer, and are under the control of those . 
performii^ the -services. It is true that | 
they are relieved of the risks of a changitiij j 
marlcet In- selling at once; but they r.rc | 
quite willing to take the uniavoraLIe 
chance, if the favorable one also is theirs 
and they can retain for themselves a part 
of the service charges that are uniform, in 
good yeaxB and bad, with high prices and 
low. 

Some farmers, favored by regional com- 
pactness and cofitiguit}', especially ia Cali- 
foimia, already have found a way l^lly 

to merge and sell their products integrally 
and in accordance with seasonal and local 
demand, thus imp'-ovinij their position 
and rendering the consii-.i^cr a reiial le serv- 
ice of ensured quality, certain supply, and 
reasonable and relatively steady price-. 
They have not found it necessary to re- 
sort to any special privilege, or to claim 
any exemption under the anti-trust legis- 
lation of the state or nation. Withc.t 
removing local ccmtro!, they b.ave built 
up a \ery efficient marketing ac,ency. 
The Hard Job. 

The grain, cotton and tobacco farmer?, 
and the producers of hides and wool, be- 
cause of their numbers and the vastnc^s 
of their r^ons, and for other reasons, 
have fpuntl integration a more d'lF.c:'': 
task; thou^^li^e tyic ijawaom.ethoiisar.if* 
of farniers"? co-operative tievators,; w'are-'' 
houses, creameries, and other entcrprisea 
of one sort and another, with a turnover 
of a billion dollars a year. 

In view of the supreir.e importance to 
the National well bein;; of a prosixrous 
and contented agricultural population, 
we should be prepared to go a long \(tay 
in assisting the farmers to get an equitable 
share of the wealth they produce, through 
the inauguration of refornis that will pro- 
care a continuous an-:! increasing stream 
of farm products. They are far from 
getting a fair share now. Considering i 
liis capital and the long hours of labor 
put in by the average farmer and hh 
family, he is remunerated less than any 
otlicr occupational class, with the possible 
exception of teachers, religious and lay. 



They must be truly co-operative, stock 
ownership must be I'mited to actual grain 
growers, and stock must be available at a 
reasonable pricti, to every grain gipwer in 
the natural terr^ory, tributary to the 
elevator. 

They must also pay dividends on a 

patronage dividend basis. The local 
elevator company or local grain growers' 
association then , contracts • with the 
national association to handle its members' 
grain under each of the plans which may 
be elected by the. individual growers. 

The plan provides for the management 
of the national association by a board of 
21 Dfrectors elected by delegates to th.c 
annual convestion of . the association 
The directors in turn elect the ofiicers of 
the national association an:on,i their own 
number, excepting the Secretary and 
Treasurer. 

The Board of Dircctor.s of tl-e National 
Association is aulhorixed to establish such 
departments a-s- Sales, Transportation, 
Organization, Legal. I jnance, Statistical, 
Publicity and Pooling. 

A'tcr the a'.lr^iior, of tl:c pbn the Com- 
mittee of Seventeen divided the United 
States into twelve grai^ grov.ing districts, 
allowing to each, one man on the tcir.po- 
rary Board of 21 Directors for each 60,(K)0,- 
000 bushds of 'grain -sold. Each state 
(!c!ei>ation elected the iliic -'.ois ;d'otted 
to their district. These Directors served 
unt il the first annual convention of growers, 
whic'i v.as helcl on March 21, 1922, ut 
their General , Offices, Chicago. Seven 
n-.embcrs of the'Conunittee of Seventeen 
were represented on the first Board of 
Directors. 

The U. S. Grain Growers, Incorporated, 
came into being as an authorized institu- 
tion on .-\pril 16, when it secured its char- 
ter as a national, non-stock, non-profit 
grain marketing corporation, for farmer 
members. They established general ofiices 
at SO Ea$t Madison -trcet, Chicn;-o, 
Illinois, and anj' requests for information 
:t!)0'.it the movement should be addressed 
;o them there. 

Scarcely had the farmers' grain market- 
ing plan been ratif.ed witen the organized 
i^rain trade— the speciiKilors in grain, the 
old-line j^rain dealers and .iili<-d interests, 
pledi;ed itself ta raise $2.S0,(J00 to be de- 
voted to Sghting the activities of the U. 
S. Grain Growers. Farmers and ele\ ators 
throughout fUffb land have ! oen deluged 
with posters, placards, ci: <--ii!,i:-.-, ami propa- 
ganda of various sovtA to discourage the 



mo'. eii.ent. .-Mt hough several months have 
elapsed, and a large part of this $250,006 
has been expended, yet the movement

Gustafson advises that there are now m.ort 
than 50,000 farmer members, and ovei 
1,000 co-operative elevators belonging 
and' 300 new members- joining daily, 
l i'.is means thr.t more than 10O,0O0,00G 
bushels of marice-Lable .lirain are already 
under contract, and t!i;u at the present

would have 150,000 memhers by January!
